A memorandum to this ef¬ 
fect was delivered to Premier Poin¬ 
care, who declined to discuss the mat¬ 
ter at all until the occupied regions 
resume work and payments In kind. 
Tlie French Intend to continue the ex¬ 
ploitation of the seized Ruhr indus¬ 
tries, holding that the German gov¬ 
ernment must find a means of paying 
the owners. If Poincare persists in 
his present course there is revived 
danger that France will he Isolated 
against Gerjnnny. The British authori¬ 
ties have been studying the Belgian 
reparations plan known as the "tech¬ 
nical studies" and are said to approve 
of It. and It is believed the Italian and 
Japanese representatives on the repa¬ 
rations commission are of the same 
mind. So far the French have been 
able to sidetrack any formal consid¬ 
eration of this plan. 

The Belglnns estimate that by 
means of mortgages the allies can 
raise 2,870,000,000 gold- marks ($717,- 
500,000) annually for cash reparations 
payments, leaving the German govern¬ 
ment the balnnee to cover the budget 
and also to pay for coal and other de¬ 
liveries In kind. This total Is slightly 
less than the orlglnnl reparations 
schedule, which amounted to 2,000,- 
000,000 gold marks ($500,000,000) In 
cash plus 20 per cent of the exports 
annually, an estimated grand total of 
8,500,(XX),000 gold marks.

H OW our laws can he enforced, es¬ 
pecially tlie prohibition law. Is 
exercising the minds of a grent many 
Americans these days. A citizenship 
conference on the suhject has Just 
been held In Washington under the 
auspices of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ In America, and, 
so far ns the Volstead act Is concerned, 
the addresses of some of the eminent 
conferees developed a decided differ¬ 
ence of opinion. Governor Plnchot of 
Pennsylvania, calling the present state 
of things “whisky rebellion,” bluntly 
laid the blHiue for the luck of Its sup¬ 
pression at the doors of the White 
House. lie charged the federal en¬ 
forcement service with Inefficiency and 
held It responsible for the flood of Il¬ 
legal liquor that Is pouring Into local 
communities. lie said the government 
agents. In his belief, not only winked 
at violations of the law but In many 
cases acted as graft collectors. He 
held politics chiefly responsible for 
the "black disgrace,” asserting that In 
state after state the bills of the domi¬ 
nant party—Democratic or Republican 
—were paid for years by the liquor In¬ 
terests; and he did not spare the sup¬ 
posedly respectable citizens who pat¬ 
ronize the bootleggers and thus main¬ 
tain the Industry. 

“The President," declared Mr. Pin- 
chot, “Is the only man who can meet 
the present emergency. It Is Idle to 
suggest that the laws cannot be en¬ 
forced. That the government of the 
United States, the most powerful nn- 
tlon on earth, with the people over- ' 
whelmlngly hehftid It, Is powerless be¬ 
fore a few thousand, or a few hundred 
thousand, of nsaerted lawbreakers Is 
simply unthinkable. The fact Is, we 
have never really tried.” 

Some people, notably former Gov¬ 
ernor Allen of Kansas, disagreed with 
this pronouncement of Plnchot's, and 
a good many of the President’s warm¬ 
est supporters thought the Pennsyl¬ 
vanian had unfairly broken the “gen¬ 
tlemen’s agreement” to permit the 
President to demonstrate his ability to 
run the government satisfactorily be¬ 
fore any other Republican hats should 
be cast Into the nomination ring. They 
said Plnchot, recognized ns a presi¬ 
dential possibility, was trying to put 
Mr. Ooolldge on the defensive. 

Mr. Coolldge himself, however, did 
not appear In the least worried over 
the situation. Imperturbable as usual, 
he waited for the opening of the con¬ 
ference of the governors of the states 
In Washington Saturday, and then set 
before that gathering what he thinks 
Is the common-sense view of the prob¬ 
lem of prohibition enforcement. With¬ 
out replying directly to Governor Pln- 
chot’s charges, he pointed out thnt an

WHAT TO EAT 

If fond of corn your family will 

like this for a luncheon or supper 

dish: 

Corn Toast.—Cook one- 
fourth of a tablespoonful 
of finely chopped onion 
with one and one-half 
tablespoonfuls of butter 
for two minutes, stirring 
constantly. Add one cup¬ 
ful of canned corn, one 
pint of heavy cream, one- 
iialf teaspoonful of salt and one-fourth 
teaspoonful of paprika. Bring to the 
boiling point and let simmer five min¬ 
utes. Pour over six slices of toast 
cut Into rounds, garnish with toast 
points and serve at once. 

Lyonnalse Potatoes.—Tuke two cup¬ 
fuls of sliced, cold, boiled potatoes. 
Cook one and one-half tablespoonfuls 
of butter with one and one-half table¬ 
spoonfuls of chopped onion. Melt two 
tabiespoonfuls of butter, season with 
salt and pepper and add the potatoes. 
Cook until they have absorbed the 
butter, occasionally shaking the pan. 
Add butter and onion and when well 
mixed, a half tablespoonful of vinegar 
and parsley. Serve hot. 

Coffee loe Cream.—Scald two cup 
fuis of milk with one-third of a cupful 
of ground coffee. Mix one tablespoon¬ 
ful of flour with a cupful of sugar, 
add one egg and the milk grudually. 
Cook over hot water twenty minutes, 
stirring constantly at first and after¬ 
ward occasionally. Cool, add one quart 
of thin cream, strain through double 
cheese cloth and freeze, using three 
pints of ice to one of salt. 

Pea Roast.—Mix three-fourths of a 
cupful of dry bread crumbs, one-half 
cupful of pea pulp (canned peas put 
through a puree strainer), one table¬ 
spoonful of sugar, one-fourth of a 
enpful of finely-chopped walnut meats, 
one egg slightly beaten, three-fourths 
of a teaspoonful of gait, a dash of 
cayenne, one-fourth cupful of melted 
butter, and three-fourths of a cupful 
of milk. Turn into a small pan lined 
with paraffin paper. Cover and bake 
In a slow oven forty minutes. 

Cheese Canapes. — Toast circular 
pieces of bread and spread with 
French mustard; then sprinkle with a 
thick layer of grated cheese, seasoned 
with salt and cayenne. Place on a 
sheet and hake until the cheese has 
melted. Serve hot.

Soak one- 
fourth of a pound of pearl sago one- 
half hour In cold water, stir Into the 
hot stock and cook thirty minutes or 
until the sago la perfectly clear; now- 
add two cupfuls of scalded milk and 
pour slowly on four egg yolks slightly 
beaten. Season with salt. 

Creamed Mushrooms on Toast.— 
Clean one pound of mushrooms, re¬ 
move the caps and cut both stems and 
caps Into thin siloes. Melt five table- 
spoonfuls of butter, add the sliced 
mushrooms nnd cook three minutes. 
Sprinkle with half a teaspoonful of 
salt, a few dashes of cayenne and 
dredge with one and one-half table¬ 
spoonfuls of flour; pour over one-half 
cupful of thin cream. Cook five min¬ 
utes, stirring constantly. Serve on 
oblong pieces of toast and garnish 
with toast points and parsley. 

Onion Puree.—Cook onions, drain 
and press through a puree sieve; 
there should be two cupfuls. Melt 
two and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
butter, add two tabiespoonfuls of 
flour and stir until well blended; then 
pour on one-half cupful of milk. 
Bring to the boiling point, add the 
onion puree, a well-beaten egg. and 
season with salt and cayenne. 

Fried Spanish Onions.—Peel ami : 
slice four onions; put into a hot omelet 
pan with one and one-half tablespoon 
fuls of butter. Cook until brown, stir¬ 
ring so that they will be evenly . 
cooked. Sprinkle with salt Just before 
taking up. Serve with pork chops or 
fillet of beef. 

Pineapple Cream.—Beat the yolks 
of three eggs slightly, add the grated 
rind of one lemon and its juice, one- 
half cupful of sugar and a few grulns 
of salt. Cook over hot water, stirring 
constantly until the mixture thickens. 
Remove from the heat, add one and 
one-half tabiespoonfuls of granulated 
gelatin soaked in one-third of a cup 
ful of cold water. Add two-thirds ot 
a cupful of grated canned pineapple 
When the mixture begins to thicken 
add one-half cupful of heavy cream 
beaten stiff and the whites of three 
eggs beaten stiff. Turn into a mold 
end chill.
